(9) indicates probably safe to 20° (Sacramento and 
San Joaquin Valleys, etc.). 


(9144) indicates probably safe to 25° or 26° (San 
Francisco Bay Region, etc.). 


(10) indicates will stand only very light frost.

After that 
date 25 or more plants of one kind and size will be sup- 
plied at 100 rate and 5 or more at 10 rate, but for less 
than 5 there will be a surcharge of 20 per cent. This plan 
avoids the bother of showing needless “each rates.” 


Pots. If pot grown stock is desired in the clay pots, a 
charge may be made for the pots at cost. 


Terms. To buyers of known and established credit, 
60 days net from date of invoice. Otherwise cash with 
order or 25 per cent with order, balance C. O. D. 


Grading. Plants wider than tall are graded by width. 


Packing. At cost as usual, including paper pots if used. 
Plants will be packed to secure the lowest possible clas- 
sification consistent with the nature of the goods shipped. ~
